As Auburn Graduates 918— 


Sanford Speaks On Role Of Education 


Compassion, understanding, and “also considerable cour- 
age” are needed to build the South, former Gov. Terry San- 
ford of North Carolina told 918 Auburn graduates June 2. 


The commencement speaker add- 
ed that “Education is the answer, 
but what is knowledge without 
wisdom and compassion to modi- 
fy its use?” 

Following Mr. Sanford’s 
speech, President Harry M. Phil- 
pott awarded 918 degrees and 
three honorary degrees. The hon- 
orary doctorates were presented 
to President Emeritus Ralph B. 
Draughon, Maj. Gen. John G. 
Zierdt, commander of the Army 
Missile Command at Redstone 
Arsenal, and Frank M. Malone, 
President of Southern Bell in 
Atlanta. (See other story on

Included in the regular degrees 
were 15 Doctor’s of Philosophy, 
seven Doctor’s of Education and 
17 Master's, Forty-six bachelor’s 
recipients graduated with honor, 
including six highest honor grad- 
uates, 

_ Tracing the history of Amer- 
lca, Sanford said, “the dream of 
self-government was not what 
drove people to the new world, 
but the innate sensing of a quest 
for a new kind of liberty, Birth 
and position did not fence a man 
in the new world, That freedom 
to seek opportunity drew them 
here, Today all people seek op- 
“shed, it is the American 
ream, expanded and expanding 


and this is your point of en- 


trance into history, for this re- 
gion is growing to be a land of 
opportunity.” 

“Due to some peculiarity we 
are hindered by fears and re- 
luctant to eliminate poverty. If 
we are to grow great in the 
South we must put everybody in 
position to help the economy. We 
must build human resources and 
by our daily actions we can 
strengthen the nation, but we 
must develop all such resources 
and open opportunities to all un- 
til we lead in liberty and oppor- 
tunity.” 

Known for the progressive ed- 
ucational advances of his admin- 
istration, Sanford called for 
“creative education to utilize 
everybody’s talents and univer- 
sal education defined and made 
to work in our school systems.” 
Innovations in education during 
his term which ended in 1965 in- 
cluded schools for gifted children 
as well as practical laboratories 
for those who failed to reach 
their potential, Under a Ford 
Foundation grant, Gov. Sanford 
established—a year and half be- 
fore the national program—the 
first state anti-poverty program. 
Now practicing law in Raleigh, 
Mr. Sanford is directing “A

Board of Trustees on June 5, Con- 
struction schedule calls for com- 
pletion in the summer of 1969 and 
occupancy for the fall quarter. 

The 10-story classroom and of- 
fice complex will honor Dr. Paul 
S. Haley, Class of 1901, who has 
served as a member of the Board 
of Trustees for 50 years. A 10- 
story core will contain, from 
fourth through ninth floors, 315 
offices, seminar rooms and stor- 
age areas. At each end of the 
tower there will be a stairway 
and two elevators. 

The three main floors will be 
arranged in quadrants and will 
be devoted primarily to 142 class- 
rooms, teaching laboratories and 
a 517-seat auditorium for teach- 
ing. Corridor walls will be of 
concrete ‘block but all cross par- 
titions will be constructed to per- 
mit their subsequent moving as 
units. While virtually soundproof, 
such walls will eliminate the ne- 
cessity of hammering out plaster 
or block walls when classroom 
alterations are desired, Provision 
for closed circuit TV throughout 
the building will be another of 
its features. 

Front of the Haley Center will 
face to the east and occupy ap- 
proximately two and one-half 
acres of ground area. Site. of the 
building is the area most recently 
used for tennis and volley ball 
courts just north of Drake Field, 
former {football practice area, and 
to the east of the Field House. 
Though formally facing east, the 
Center will have comparable en- 
trances on its other three sides. 
Already partially developed on 
its eastern side is part of a mall 
which will be 54 feet wide when 
completed. The mall will occupy 
the sidewalk and street areas of 
Duncan Drive, now closed to ve- 
hicular traffic between Thach 
Ave. and Roosevelt Drive. 

Haley Center will be re-en- 
forced concrete structure. Exter- 
ior treatment will feature Nor- 
man brick (a longer-than-stan- 
dard brick) and concrete, similar 
in appearance to that used in the 
Draughon Library building. The 
Center will house a bookstore oc- 
cupying the first floor of one 
quadrant with a basement stor- 
age area. Basement area of an- 
other quadrant will provide a 
student lounge. On both ends of 
the tenth floor of the office tower 
will be faculty lounges. These 
will flank a large area housing 
mechanical equipment for the 
building.

Clark Is Appointed 
Architecture Dean 


Dr. J. Ingraham Clark, director 
of the School of Architecture and 
Design at Ohio University, will 
be new dean of the School of 


Architecture and the Arts at Au- - 


burn University. His appointment 
was announced June 14 by Presi- 
dent Harry M, Philpott. 

Dr. Clark will arrive in Au- 
burn in July and assume his 
duties soon thereafter. He will 
succeed William A. Speer who 
asked last January that he be re- 
lieved of administrative respon- 
sibilities so that he might return 
full time to teaching. 

Dr, Clark has served as a Ful- 
bright Professor in Architecture 
and Planning to the Finland In- 
stitute of Technology. As an un- 
dergraduate at the University of 
Michigan, he majored in archi- 
tecture while obtaining a minor 
in engineering. 

He holds the M.S. in City and 
Regional Planning from the Uni- 
versity of Southern California 
and the Ph.D. from New York 
University. 

Regarding the appointment, Dr. 
Philpott said, “Dr, Clark has vis- 
ited the Auburn campus, con- 
ferred with Auburn faculty and 
administrative staff and with 
representatives of the Alabama 
Institute of Architects. 

“His outstanding achievements 
at Ohio University in developing 
a strong staff and curriculum 
brought him to the attention of 
the faculty screening committee 
searching for a new dean, 

“It is with a great deal of 
pleasure we welcome him to 
Auburn and the leadership of this 
important school, embracing the

original allotments in the AEA- 
recommended budget.

Among other support for’ in- 
creased appropriations to educa- 
tion was that of the Alabama So- 
ciety for Professional Engineers. 
The group adopted a resolution 
asking for more support to con- 
tinue progress in the state’s en- 
gineering program, 

Trustees also approved new 
rates for room and board for stu- 
dents living on campus and ap- 
proved for the first time an op- 
tional five-day meal rate for 
women. The option has been 
available for men students only 
in the past. 

New room charges for women 
students, up $10, will be $100 
per quarter for air conditioned 
rooms; $80, for non- air condi- 
tioned rooms. The $70 rate for 
Alumni and Auburn Halls for 
women remain unchanged. Rates 
for men in University dormi- 
tories will remain at $80 for air 
conditioned rooms and $60 for 
non-air conditioned. 

Board rates for men were in- 
creased $25 to $160 per quarter 
for seven days per week and $23 
to $135 for five days. Women’s 
board rates will be up $25 to 
$150 for seven days per week 
with an optional five-day plan 
set at $125. 

Rental rates on married stu- 
dent apartments were raised 
from $75 to $81 per month for 
air conditioned two - bedroori 
units and from $60 to $66 for 
one-bedroom non-air conditioned 
units, 

The new rates, effective Sept. 
1, were made necessary by in- 
creased food costs and increasing 
costs of labor under the new 
wage and hour laws, President 
Harry M. Philpott told the Board,

NSF GRANT — The National 
Science Foundation has awarded 
Auburn a grant of $32,000 to pur- 
chase equipment to be used in 
undergraduate instruction.

For Research And Training— 


Two Schools Win Grants 


Contracts and grants for $250,000 for two schools of Au- 
burn University were announced early this month by Dr. 
Ben T. Lanham, Jr., Vice President for Research. Awards 


totaling $170,000 will go to the 
School of Engineering for a var- 
iety of contracts and grants while 
the School of Education has been 
awarded $79,800 to train almost 
800 teachers for work with the 
Head Start program in east Ala- 
bama. 

A contract grant of $61,785 has 
been awarded the department of 
aerospace engineering by the 
Army Missile Command, Red- 
stone Arsenal, for a nine-month 
extension of research studies on 
“Air Defense Aerodynamics De- 
sign Investigations.” Total grants 
for this particular research have 
amounted to $159,627. The pro- 
ject leader is Head Professor R. 
G. Pitts. 

Three contracts have been a- 
warded the department of elec- 
trical engineering by NASA at 
Marshall Space Flight Center in 
Huntsville. 

A $39,000 increase for contin- 
ued research on “Problems In- 
volving Control of Large Space 
Vehicles” under direction of Dr, 
D. W. Russell brings total funds 
awarded for this project to 
$284,000. A grant for $48,000 is 
for studies of “Frequency Modu- 
lated Telemetry Systems” under 
the direction of Professor M. A.

Encouraging, But .. . 


Encouraging is the report of the Joint 
Interim Budget Committee of the Legisla- 
ture. The report calls for restoration of a 
3.6 per cent cut from current appropria- 
tions recommended by the Wallace admin- 
istration, an absolute increase of one per 
cent, and a conditional increase of four per 
cent. 

The joint committee made its recom- 
mendations on the basis of estimates of the 
State’s anticipated revenues revised up- 
ward from those on which the original 
Wallace budget was based. 

Two points need to be made. First, the 
fact remain that the five per cent increase, 
whether all absolute or ‘absolute-and-con- 
ditional, will not match the increases being 
made by most states. For example, as not- 
ed last month, Georgia Tech and the Uni- 
versity of Georgia will receive increases of 
30 per cent or better. 

Secondly, the conditional appropriation 
recommended does not treat all partici- 
pants equally. Education forces have de- 
veloped a policy of agreeing on a total bud- 
get and then sharing equally any action of 
the Legislature. Actual decision of the or- 
der and amount of conditionally available 
funds would rest with the Governor. It is 
a decision which we believe the Legislature 
should not delegate. 
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With ground-breaking for the Haley 
_Center scheduled the day after this issue is 
printed, we remove the possibility of re- 
porting some of the tributes to Dr. Paul S. 
Haley which will be prompted by the oc- 
casion. We will also have to defer until the 
next issue reporting any humorous re- 
marks which we feel sure Dr. Haley will 
counterpose.

Sometime after the age when I became 
—at least under the law-——a man, it dawned 
upon me that those old mountaineers had 
been alluding to me personally in some- 
thing less than a complimentary fashion.

However, 
I was so far behind on so many things 
that a body is expected to do in life that 
I had to leave off rebelling—long before 
the thing had run a decent course—in 
order to get on with: the*serious ‘businesé 
of courting wifely prospects.

In citing General Zierdt for his 
distinguished leadership in the

Dean Allen Ends 39 Years’ Service

Dean Roger W. Allen ’18 of the School of Science and 
Literature is spending his last few days as an active mem- 
ber of the faculty of Auburn University, but retirement 


June 31 will by no means end 
his interest in the University, the 
town, and the students. Dr. Al- 
len’s enthusiasm for Auburn be- 
gan early and has grown’strong- 
er over the years. In 1908 young 
Roger Allen began hearing about 
Auburn when his older brother 
Ed (the late Ed Allen ’12) came 
home with delightful tales of 
Auburn professors and students 
—‘“grand old characters” as Dean 
Allen describes them. 

Those stories form the basis 
of a collection of tales about 
Auburn people during the past 
59 years that Dean Allen (who 
can swap Auburn lore with the 
best of ’em) loves to tell and his 
friends love to hear. 

One of his favorites is about 
his brother Ed, who when grad- 
uation time came in 1912 felt 
very much grown up and went 
to the Auburn livery stable, hired 
their finest horse and buggy and 
jogged off down that muddy hill 
that is now College Street to 
meet his mother who was coming 
in from Birmingham on the train. 
After greeting his mother and 
getting her properly seated, he 
drove off with great pride to 
show her Auburn. Entering town. 
he pointed out the local busi- 
nesses: “This is McElhaney’s Ho- 
tel, this is Wright’s Drug Store, 
this is Zuber’s Grocery Store, 
and this is Toomer’s Corner.” 
Turning the buggy around, . he 
said, “Mother this is Toomer’s 
Corner, this is Zuber’s Grocery, 
this is Wright’s Drug Store, and 
this is McElhaney’s Hotel.” Prop-

erly annoyed, Mrs. Allen replied: 
“Ed, get me off this back street 
and let me see Auburn!” 

Three years later Roger Allen 
arrived on the Birmingham train 
and found the names of his bro- 
ther’s stories in the flesh. Names 
that are familiar to later Auburn 
students as letters carved across 
building fronts or memorial col- 
lections in the library were to 
Dr. Allen and his classmates be- 
loved teachers and fellow stu- 
dents. 


Hare His Teacher 


Dean Cliff Hare taught chem- 
istry to the young Mr. Allen who 
recalls a story about the Dean 
and a classmate who had a hard 
time passing chemistry. It was 
the boy’s third time through the 
course and he was desperate, but 
his hunting and fishing still were 
taking much time away from his 
chemistry studies. Early one 
Sunday morning, Dr. Hare was 
awakened by someone pounding 
on his front door. He opened it 
and there stood his prodigal stu- 
dent holding a long string of fish, 
He asked Dr. Hare if he would 


conisder eating fish that had 
been caught on Sunday. The 
Dean replied, “You rascal for 


suggesting such a thing! Now get 
out of my yard .. . but leave 
the fish.” 

The entire freshman class in 
those days met in Langdon Hall 
twice a week for American His- 
tory under Dr. Petrie, the author 
of the Auburn Creed. Most 
freshmen were in awe of the 
austere Dr. Petrie, but not one 


Careers In Navy, Teaching 


Auburn associate professor of 
electrical engineering Albert T. 
Sprague retired from his second 
career on June 15.

mand of the Pacific Amphibious 
Forces, discussing the current 
world situation says, “With pow- 
er goes responsibility, Britain ran 
this world for 50 years. Now 
we’re running it, but we should 
be doing it better than we are.” 

Sprague commanded the suc- 
cessful Debu Island amphibious 
assault during World War II, was 
chief of staff of Amphibious 
Group Eight, and of the Fifth 
Amphibious Forces. For his com- 
mand of the USS RALEIGH dur- 
ing the bombardment of the Ku- 
rile Islands, Professor Sprague 
received the Legion of Merit and 
the Gold Star in lieu of the sec- 
ond Legion of Merit. 

The transition from Navy life 
to life on the campus wasn’t too 
difficult for Professor Sprague, 
who finds “certain similarities, 
especially when it is possible to 
relax and take in the slack oc- 
casionally.” 

‘He graduated from the US. 
Naval Academy before serving in 
WWI and then after the war re- 
ceived a master’s from Harvard. 

Active in Auburn civic affairs, 
Professor Sprague has served as 
treasurer of the Auburn Public 
Library, as a director of the Au- 
burn Research Foundation, and 
on the board of Theta Vi Frater- 


nity. 


fellow down on the front row. 
His constant chatter to his neigh- 
bors disturbed Dr. Petrie’s lec- 
ture, until the professor finally 
picked up his lecture notes, 
stalked down to where the young 
man sat and told him to take 
over the class since he seemed 
to have so much to say. The 
stunned boy walked to the lec- 
turn, then firmly announced 
“Class dismissed.” And he and 
his classmates filed out, leaving 
Dr. Petrie alone on the front 
row. 


Reminiscing, Dean Allen com- 
pared his college days with the 
present Auburn. The enrollment 
of about 900 was about the same 
as the number of students who 
walked across Cliff Hare Stad- 
ium earlier this month to receive 
degrees, A married student was 
unheard of in Dean Allen’s stu- 
dent days—two married brothers 
from North Alabama who moved 
their families to Auburn and 
Started to school were the talk 
of the campus. Now 22 per cent 
of Auburn students are married, 


A male student never tired of 
seeing the seven coeds and tip- 
ping his hat to them. However, 
if he hurred across the present 
campus, his arm would soon tire 
from saluting the more than 3,- 
000 coeds. And a hat on campus 
in 1967 surely belongs to a visit- 
or—not a student or professor. 
But in 1916, the bald math pro- 
fessor who streaked over campus 
and uptown with no hat was an 
oddity. 


Continuing his stories, Dr. Al- 
len recalled “Bull” Crenshaw, the 
head math professor who was “a 
little hard of hearing.” Registra- 
tion was somewhat different in 
1915. Students paid their fees, 
then went to the department 
heads to be assigned a teacher 
and a classroom. During registra- 
tion, a boy turned up in Profes- 
sor Crenshaw’s office who when 
asked his name replied, “Guess.” 
Now Professor Crenshaw was a 
busy man but patiently asked the 
boy’s name again and got the 
same reply. A third time he 
asked. “Guess,” the boy replied, 
This time the professor was sure 
that he had heard correctly and 
so he informed the impudent stu- 
dent that, he was a very busy 
man and to quit the foolishness 
and tell him his name. “Sir, I’m 
from Mississippi and my name is 
Guess—G-u-e-s-s.” The boy is 
now Alumnus William A. Guess 
"18, of Leonia, N.J. 


English 102 


Dr. Allen recalls with relish 
his 102 English course. The late 
Edmund Leach °15 was the in- 
structor of the lucky class which 
included three of the seven co- 
eds. Professor Leach assigned 
some topics for themes and stu- 
dent Allen, always on the look- 
out for something to oecupy his 
scientific interest and provide a 
challenge, borrowed some neces- 
sary equipment from his land- 
lady to do a little experimenting. 
He handed in a resulting theme 
on “How to Thread A Needle”— 
but recommended the opposite 
of the usual method. He proposed 
that one could thread a needle

the left hand, the needle in the

right, and moving the needle to- 
ward the thread. Dr. Allen wryly 
notes that he may not have con- 
vinced the three coeds of the va- 
lidity of his scientific experimen- 
tation but he certainly got their 
attention! 

After he completed his Mast- 
er’s at Auburn, Dr. Allen went to 
the University of Michigan for 
another M.S. and on to Colum- 
bia for a Ph.D. Following sev- 
eral years as a research chemist, 
Dr. Allen came home to Auburn 


in 1928 as a professor of organic 
chemistry, bringing with him his 
bride, Margaret. In a couple of 
years he was given the teaching 
all freshman chemistry, and 
as a result wrote his text for the 
course, Fundamentals of Chem- 
istry. During the next ten years 
he taught chemistry to hundreds 
of Auburn freshmen in Ross 
Auditorium. 

Dean Allen, whose real love 
is teaching, never intended to

Gosser Ends 40 Years Here 


After 40 years at the same 
desk in Samford Hall, Dr. Leo 
Gosser, specialist in Old English 
and the history of languages and 
creator of the Auburn course in 
medical terminology, is retiring 
from the Auburn faculty at the 
end of June. 

Dr. Gosser began teaching fu- 
ture veterinarians and medical 
doctors in the ’30’s when he was 
asked to develop a course to help 
veterinary students without a 
Latin and Greek foundation. Be- 
ginning from lists of terms given 
to him by their professors, Dr. 
Gosser instigated a “good stiff 
course in the analysis of medical 
words to meet the situation.” He 
then combed medical articles and 
dictionaries to compile a_ text- 
book, which although frequently 
revised and expanded, is still 
used, 

Before the Auburn Drama De- 
partment was established, Dr. 
Gosser “looked after” the Auburn 
Players for several years. He re- 
members that they met in the 
“Y” Hut to do one-act plays and 
then presented evening-long per- 
formances in Langdon Hall. In 
those days pre-student-activity- 
fund days, Dr. Gosser says the 
group operated on their own re- 
sources and ingenuity. “We didn’t 
even have money for heat and 
when we met for rehearsals the 
first to come had to steal the 
coal for the evening. We seldom 
got it from the townspeople, 
however.” 

Dr. Gosser also organized and 
managed the Drama Tournament, 


a campus highlight for many 
years for which high school stu- 
dents over the state brought 
their plays to Auburn for com- 
petition, However, gas rationing 
at the beginning of World War 
II ended the tournament which 
was never reorganized. 

After retirement, Dr. and Mrs. 
Gosser plan to stay in Auburn 
near their son Harvey °62, an 
instructor in the Auburn School 
of Veterinary Medicine, and their 
daughter Lora 56 (Mrs. Frank 
Samples) who lives in Phenix 
City.

—which the behaviorists call 
positive reinforcement. But since 
there is always much less ur- 
gency in praising than damning, 
I let the matter slide. And now, 
having gotton around at last to 
another delayed task by reading 
a bit of early American Litera- 
ture, I find to my delight that 
the behaviorists were long ago 
anticipated on this matter of the 
desirability of positive re-in-’ 
forcement. Here’s the whole idea 
in a nutshell from, believe it or 
not, that symbol of Puritan aus- 
terity, Cotton Mather: “ . . . it is 
very desirable to manage the 
discipline of the school by means 
of rewards, rather than of pun- 
ishments.” 

To make my discovery even 
more delightful, Mr. Mather, 
writing in 1710. Supports his 
conclusion with a quotation from 
Quintillian, who in the first cen- 
tury A.D., said: “Use stripes 
sparingly; rather. let youth be

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Alumnus Describes 
Work Of Sanders 


Dr. R. C. Williams, Sr. ’07 is 
the author of an article on Dr. 
William H, Sanders, Alabama’s 
second state health officer. The 
biographical sketch and tribute 
to the pioneering work of Dr. 
Sanders appeared in The Journal 
of the Medical Association of the 
State of Alabama. 

Dr. Wiiliams studied under Dr. 
Sanders who during ‘his tenure 
as state health officer from 1897 
to 1917 travelled from Montgom- 
ery to Mobile each week until 
1912 to lecture two days to stu- 
dents of the Medical Coliege of 
Alabama. Dr. Sanders had prac- 
ticed in Mobile and been a fac- 
ulty member prior to his appoint- 
ment as health officer.

Stanford, Rain End Auburn NCAA Toureee Bid 


Auburn’s season-long ability to rally for victory was 
thwarted by rain and the Tigers were forced out of the 
NCAA College World Series 5-3 by Stanford University. A 


drizzle-turned - downpour inter- 
rupted the fourth-round game at 
Omaha, Neb. in the top of the 
eighth inning as Auburn’s Pete 
McKenzie was on first with one 
out. After an hour’s wait the 
field was ruled too wet for play 
and the game called. 

Auburn had beaten last year’s 
NCAA champions, Ohio State, 1- 
0 in the first round; lost to Stan- 
ford, ranked first in the pre- 
tourney polls, 6-3 in the second 
round of the double-elimination; 
and downed Rider College 4-3 in 
a third day’s game. Auburn had 
gained second spot in the pre- 
tournament national ratings. 

At Gastonia, N.C., Auburn won 
the district championship with 
wins over West Virginia, 8-3, and 
over FSU, 13-3, and a 6-5 win 
over Clemson after Clemson had 
thwarted Coach Paul Nix’s squad 
3-2 earlier the same night. 

Q. V. Lowe started Auburn’s 
invasion of Omaha with five-hit 
pitching but the Tigers could do 
no more damage to Buckeye pit- 
ching. In the first Auburn loaded 
the bases with one out but could 
get only one run, that coming 
with two out when Catcher Ray 
Cox walked to force in the game’s 
lone run. Neither team threaten- 
ed thereafter. Flying into Omaha 
Sunday, the Tigers lost Third 
Baseman Greg Golden that night 
as he reinjured his knee entering 
an elevator. 

Next day the Tigers scored two 
in the sixth to trim Stanford’s 
lead to 4-3 and chase their un- 
beaten ace, Sandy Vance. Relief- 
er Daro Quiring beat back the 
threat and the Indians went on to 
a 6-3 win, Blauser falling victim 
to four unearned runs. 


Wednesday night Auburn 
seemed headed for extra innings 
in a 3-3 tie against Rider College. 
With two out in the last of the 
ninth, however, Scotty Long loft- 
ed a wind-blown double that 
scored Countryman, setting the 
stage for the rain-curtailed game 
with Stanford Thursday night.
